conference started. Scott, Irwin

M. Worden were 


streaking toward a Saturday 
splashdown 
in

Ocean. 


As they returned they enjoyed 


man's closest look at a lunar 
eclipse when the earth moved 
across the face of the sun and 
cast a shadow on the moon.

Scott said he and Irwin had 


hoped to find more samples like 
the rock they consider their 
prize samples. 


"I'm sure if we'd had more 


time, we would ha,ve been able 
to find more," he said. "But 
I think this one rock will tell 
us an awful lot, and we'll leave 
it up to the experts to analyze 
it when we get back." 


Each astronaut was asked his 


biggest thrill on the flight. 


Scott: ''Standing up on Hadley 


Mountain and seeing the lunar 
module and the rille and the 
mountains, seeing them all in 
on scope.'' 


Irwin: '"The liftoff that began 


the flight. I was finally going 
into

Worden: "Two events stand 


out. Right after lunar orbit 
insertion and we got our first 
close look at the moon. It was 
fantastic and spectacular. And 
the perfect transearth injection 
burn that started us home." 


The eclipse of the moon was 


visible on earth only in Africa, 
Australia and Asia. 


Sight A First 


The solar eclipse has never 


been seen before from such a 
distant point from earth. The 
crews of Apollo 12, an earlier 
moon flight, and Gemini 12, an 
earth orbit mission, saw a solar 
eclipse but from points much 
closer to earth. 


Apollo 15 passes the halfway 


point Friday afternoon in its 
three-day journey between earth 
and moon, then 122,747 miles 
from both earth and the moon, 
traveling 
3,300 
miles 
per 


hour. 


The astronauts come back to 


earth with a spacecraft packed 
with treasures. They have 175 
to 185 pounds of moon rock, 
some of which they think may 
contain a crystalline chip of 
original lunar crust. And they 
have with them a l m o s t two 
miles of lunar mapping photos 
taken in moon orbit by Wor- 
den. 


Scott and Irwin landed on the 


moon July 30 and spent 67 hours 
there, they explored the surface 
for 19 hours using a motorized 
car which carried them a total 
of 17 miles on three trips. They 
visited a deep canyon, climbed 
the 
foothills 
of 
a towering 


mountain and saw scores of 
craters.

Three Key 
Bills Pass 
... TO RETURN SEPT. 8 


Washington Iff) — With many members 


already gone, Congress prepared to shut down 
Friday for a month-long August recess and 
the Senate sent three key appropriations bills 
to the White House. 


The Senate remained in s e s s i o n into late 


afternoon, trying to complete action on a 
multibillion dollar higher education bill. 


The House, with only a routine session 


Friday, quit at 1:19 p.m. after spending m o s t 
of the 79-minute session in recess. 


Out Until Sept. 8 


The summer recess, written into law by 


last year's Legislative Reorganization Act, will 
run until Sept. 8 - two days after Labor 
Day. 


F r i d a y ' s 
action 
left 
the 
regular 


congressional business, the appropriations bills 
that must be passed, in relatively good shape, 
and President Nixon's key domestic proposals 
in the same difficulty they have been in since 
they were presented in January. 


The Senate spent most of the morning 


discussing — and the blocking — a proposal 
to bar sex discrimination by colleges that get 
federal aid. A vote of 50 to 32 upheld a contention 
by Sen. Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., that the 
amendment by Sen. Birch E. Bayh, D-Ind.. 
was not germane. 


Then, in quick order, the Senate passed and 


sent to the White House these three money 
bills: 


—A continuing resolution to f u n d federal 


agencies, which have not yet received their 
regular appropriations, until at least Oct. 15. 
Action came by voice vote. 


—A $20.8-billion bill for the Departments 


of Health, Education and Welfare, and Labor 
that is $581 million above President Nixon's 
budget. The vote was 79 to 0. 


—A $l-billion measure providing funds for 


up to 173,000 public service jobs, mainly for 
returning Vietnam veterans. It passed 68 to 
10. 


S2.2 Billion More 


The Senate thus completed congressional 


action on nine of the year's 14 money bills 
with the total some $2.2 billion more than Nixon 
requested. 


But one of the five remaining measures 


is the $70-billion-plus defense money bill, which 
in recent years has run as much as $5 billion 
below the budget. 


Besides defense, the public works ap- 


propriations bill passed by both houses is before 
a Senate-House conference, and three other bills 
— District of Columbia, military construction 
and foreign aid — are awaiting action on the 
authorization measures that m u s t be passed 
first. 


In praising the progress so far on ap- 


propriations measure, well ahead of the pace 
of recent years, Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield again expressed displeasure 
with 


White House criticism earlier this week of the 
congressional pace. 


"The only place we are behind at this time 


is in such matters as welfare reform," the 
Montana Democrat said, noting that bill only 
recently passed the House and is under con- 
sideration in the Senate Finance Committee. 


Remain Stalled 


Other key Nixon proposals such as revenue 


sharing and health insurance are still in the 
House Ways and Means Committee, he ad- 
ded. 


"We have performed remarkably well up 


to this time," Mansfield said. 


Before quitting, the Senate set a treaty 


aimed at curbing air hijackings as the first 
order of business when it returns Sept. 8. It 
cleared its calendar of a series of routine bills 
— and put off action until September on a 
bill extending the antipoverty program.

The dollar dropped to its official floor 


in several European centers this week 
while the price of gold rose to two-year 
highs of $43.00. 


Talk of dollar devaluation was in the 


air in Europe. It was caused by the 
huge and persistent U.S. balance of 
payments deficit, the fresh fall in the 
official gold stocks to below the $10 


billion so-called "safety level," a set- 
back for U.S. foreign trade in the 
second quarter and a flow of dismal 
economic news. Dollars flowed into 
Europe 
as 
financiers switched to 


stronger 
looking 
currencies 
and 


sometimes to gold. 


France prompted the upheaval. 
She threw currency markets 
into 


chaos Wednesday when garbled reports 
from Paris of new exchange control 
rules for banks hit the exchanges. 
Interpretations varied and 
confusion 


reigned. 


France was working to prevent more 


speculative foreign funds flooding into 
the country on the chance of an upward 
revaluation. 


The new rules stipulated that French 


banks must keep to the balance be- 
tween francs and foreign c u r r e n c y 
liabilities that they held on Aug. 3 
except

commercial 


transactions. The idea was to cud big 
gambling on a revaluation. 


The 
weekly 
Bank 
of 
France 


statement 
Thursday 
underlined the

Will the student loan program 


provided by the 1971 Legislature 
be ready for operation when 
college students come flocking 
back 
to 
Nebraska 
college 


campuses next month? 


That's a question that State 


Investment Officer Fred Kuethe 
can't definitely answer right 
now although he says, 
"It's 


possible we'll be able to start 
in September. We should have 
completed enough groundwork 
by 
then 
to 
begin 
the 


program." 


Kuethe and the State In- 


vestment Council are the men 
who will oversee the program 
contained in LB152. 


The 
system 
of loans 
is 


complicated, however, and the 
state is only indirectly involved, 
a situation which has resulted 
in some confusion. 


Lots of Letters 


"We've had a lot of letters 


and calls from students who 
want to know where they go 
for their money or how to get 
a loan," Kuethe explained. 


The answer, says Kuethe, is 


the same place the students 
have always gone to get a loan 
— their schools. 


What LB152 does is to permit 


the state, t h r o u g h the In- 
vestment Council, to underwrite 
federally 
insured, 
long-term, 


low-interest loans to college 
students by purchasing those 
( 


loans from banks. 


However, the council hasn't 


yet decided just how it will 
handle the program, or even 
what 
the 
council's 
respon- 


sibilities are under LB152. 


Legal Opinion Sought 


To answer that last question, 


Kuethe has asked for a legal 
o p i n i o n 
from 
Atty. 
Gen. 


Clarence A. H. Meyer on the 
bill and its relation to the 
council 
and 
the 
matter 
is 


scheduled for discussion at the 
council's monthly meeting in 
mid-August. 


According to the provisions of 


the law, the state will not be 
directly involved in the loan 
process 
other 
than 
through 


private banks. 


For several years, the federal 


government has had a program 
whereby 
it 
guarantees 
the 


principle and interest of loans 
made 
by 
private banks to 


students. 


According 
to Kuethe, 
the 


students don't pay on the loans, 
which are limited to $1,000 per 
a c a d e m i c year of ?7,500 
maximum, while they are in 
school, but begin paying the 


money back after they leave 
school. 


State Comes In 


That is where the state will 


come in under LB152, says ^ 
Kuethe. He explained that most 
banks will set aside a certain 
amount of their capital for the- 
student program, should they be 
one of the banks approved by 
the 
federal 
government 
to 


participate. 


What LB152 does is authorize 


the Investment Council to buy, 
in lots of $5,000, loans made 
by the state banks to students. 


The loans, since they ar£ 


guaranteed 
by 
the 
federal 


government, mean the state 
won't be taking any risk of 
losing money should students 
default on repayment. 


Gives Money Back 


The advantage of the bill, 


Kuethe has said, is that it will 
let 
the state, 
through 
the 


council, pick up the loans from 
banks and thereby give the 
banks 
their 
money 
back, 


presumably to be loaned again 
to students. 


Thus, a bank only has to set 


aside 
a certain 
amount of 


money, but those dollars can 
be used over and over since 
the state's purchase of the loans 
returns 
the 
capital 
to 
the 


bank. 


However, Kuethe cautions, the 


state is not in a position of 
being required to purchase the 
loans from the banks. 


Rather, 
the loans will be 


competing 
with 
other 
in- 


vestments made by the council 
and the council will presumably 
not pick up the loans unless 
they return 
to the state a 


competitive rate of interest. 
• 


Long-Term Investments 


The council makes two types 


of investments 
— short-term 


and long term — but since the 
loans are over a relatively 
lengthy period of time, they will 
have to be purchased 
with 


money set aside by the council 
for long-term investments. 


Backers of LB152, including 


its sponsor, Sen. Terry Car- 
penter of Scottsbluff, claimed 
that the measure might free as 
much 
as 
$300 
million 
for 


students but Kuethe says the 
total will be nowhere near the 
Carpenter 
figure 
since 
the 


council has nowhere near that 
much money to handle. 


A more accurate estimate 


might be $35 million. 


Kuethe is optimistic about the 


program, 
however, saying it 


may help some students go to 
school who otherwise could not 
afford to.

When he stepped from his 59-foot ketch 
onto the shore, Chay Byth was no longer alone 
— nearly 7,000 persons, including Prince Philip, 
Prince Charles and Princess Anne, welcomed 
him at the end of his voyage. 


Plan Is Non-Existent 


Washington — Defene Secretary Melvin R 


Laird told the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee that the "current" five-year plan for 
military aid requested by the committee did not 
exist and thus could not be turned over to the 
senators. But Sen. J. W. Fulbright accused Laird 
of becoming "bogged down in a dispute over 
semantics" and promised to cut off funds on 
Sept. 1 for all military aid unless the plan is 
produced. 


Astronauts In Good Shape 


Houston — The three American astronauts 


of Apollo 15 were said to be rested and in good 
health as the end of their 12-day mission to the 
Moon neared an end. Their spaceship's aim was 
so good that no midcourse corrections were 
needed _ 
for the first time in the Apollo 


program. Splashdown is scheduled for Saturday 
afternoon. 


Jobless Rate Up 


Washington — Federal officials reported a 


slight increase in the unemployment rate last 
month to 5.8% of the labor force, seasonally 
adjusted. But the rate remained well below the 
peaks of 6.2% reached in December asd again 
in May. The administration, noting that the 5.6% 
June figure was a statistical quirk, called the 
July rate "good news." 


Pollution Costs High 


Washington — Although the costs to the 


nation of controlling pollution will be high, they 


are "well within the capacity of the American 
economy to absorb," the White House Council 
on Environmental Quality said in its second 
annual report. And, the report added, the cost 
will be more than offset by health, recreation 
and "quality of life" benefits. 


Promotions Limited 


Washington — Citing a White House desire 


to cut costs and set a standard for private in- 
dustry, George P. Shultz, director of the Office 
of Management and Budget, announced a limit 
to promotions among the government's 1.2 million 
white-collar workers. He said President Nixon 
was distrubed to find that the average rank 
of federal workers had risen from 7.4 in 1968 
to 7.9 last year. 


Congress Begins Recess 


Washington — Congress began a month-long 


summer vacation soon after the Senate approved 


and sent to the House the most sweeping aid-to- 
education bill in the nation's history. The $16 
billion bill would provide massive federal aid 
to colleges and their students. 


Nixon Tours Nursing Home 


Nashua, N.H. — Pesident Nixon visited a 


nursing home and announced that federal funds 
would be used to police and improve conditions 
in the nation's nursing homes. New Hampshire, 
observers noted, has the nation's first presidential 
primary next year. Nixon then went on to the 
Maine coast for the weekend.

WASHINGTON—The 
1968 Federal 
Housing Act, Lyndon 


Johnson's so-called "Magna Carta" for low-cost housing, has 
turned out instead to be a fabulous bonanza for the nation's 
mortgage lenders and their buccaneer friends, the builders. 
And now the program has begun to reek of scandal. 


Already the taxpayers are obligated for $26 billion in 


mortgage payments under the act. By the end of the year, 
the figure will be about $40 billion. And the program goes 
on, incurring new debts every day. 


Now, a Senate housing subcommittee is opening hearings 


into this extraordinary, get-rich-quick scheme. The subcommittee 
wants to know why one company, the Vanguard Construction 
Co. of Florida, seems to be able to get its government cash 
commitments instantly while others wait months, even years. 


* 
The same company, the subcommittee has been informed, 


is also using inferior, illegal materials in the housing it builds 
for elderly persons. 


Even the Federal Housing Administration, which administers 


the 1968 act, has conceded that some of the company's quickie 
loan approvals were improper, but they apparently are still 
getting them. 


The government man in charge of the program is Eugene 


Gulledge, 
an 
assistant 
secretary 
of 
Housing and 
Urban 


Development. Gulledge was well prepared for his task of getting 
the houFing industry out of its doldrums. As president of the 
National Association of Home Builders, the industry's muscular 
lobby, he helped draft the LBJ Magna Carta. 


A cursory examination of this program 
shows how the 


public got so far in debt so fast. 


* 
Under the old federal low-cost housing plan, a sponsoring 


organization planned the project, obtained the money directly 
from the government at three per cent interest, and put the 
job out for bid. This program operated virtually spotlessly 
for five years. 


Now the money is no longer loaned directly by the 


government but by private moneybags. The taxpayer, however, 
guarantees the loan and pays all but one per cent of the 
interest. The lender and the builder cannot lose, no matter 
what. 


What happens now is that builders and lenders cook up 


a project themselves, get friendly local FHA officials to give 
ii. a tentative blessing, then go shopping for a non-profit 
sponsoring organization. If they can't find one, they hastily 
set one up. 


Under Gulledge's administration, a number of sponsors which 


applied for money under the old program have had their 
applications f'unneled into the new one. The results have been 
miles of red tape and, in some cases, huge additional cost?. 


* 
The subcommittee, headed by Sen. Harrison Williams, D-N.J., 


will hear from the sponsors of the Hacienda De Ybor, a 
Tampa elderly housing project. When their application for a 
direct loan was switched to the new program, they ended 
up paying tens of thousands of dollars out of their pockets 
to cover extra costs demanded by the mortgage company. 


What makes 
all this so appalling is that there is no reason 


to believe Congress ever wanted the new program to supplant 
the old one. Eliminating the old one has been GuUedge's work. 


Indeed, Congress has continued to appropriate money for 


the old programs in the belief that they still were being 
used. Asked about this, Gulledge acknowledged that the FHA 
would no longer accept applications under the old plan. But 
he said he didn't know whether any money had been appropriated 
for it. 


One of the main witnesses before the Williams subcommittee 


\vill be Richard Fullerton, a brainy Nazarene minister 
and 


low-cost housing expert, from Smyrna, Ga.. who warned Congress 
in 1968 not to pass the law. Since then, he has worked tirelessly 
to awaken public and congressional interest in the waste and 
scandal it has produced.

Raising False Hopes 


In the absence of any adequate explana- 


tion of what really has happened, it is difficult 
to pinpoint the blame for what appears to 
be one of the cruelest hoaxes imaginable. 
Still, the Swedish newspaper which broke the 
story that the 
release of 183 American 


prisoners of war was imminent refuses to back 
down and reiterates that the story basically 
was correct and that plans for the release 
have been "postponed indefinitely." 


According to the newspaper story, initial 


contact 
between 
the 
U.S. 
and H a n o i 


governments; in July resulted in a request 
by the U.S. high command for Scandanavian 
Airlines System to provide one of its largest 
planes for possible repatriation of American 
prisoners. Later, parties involved in the in- 
trigue agreed that it was a "private person" 
who inquired about the possibility of flying 
187 passengers from Vientiane, Laos to Rome 
and on to New York in mid-August.

In quashing the report from this end, 


White House press secretary Ronald Ziegler 
said "it can be categorically stated that the 
U.S. government has not been informed of 
any such plan, nor have we participated in 
negotiating a plan such as described in the 
report out of Stockholm. Further, the U.S. 
government at any level has not requested 
the SAS airline to proceed as suggested in 
the Swedish newspaper." 


From this experience, it should be obvious

mediaries to attempt to clandestinely arrange

Some were ridden 
by performers in the Ringling 
Brothers, Barnum and Bailey 
Circus. Others, such as Belle 
Beach, competed on the show 
horse circuit. Belle Beach was 
a world-champion high school 
mare acclaimed by some as 
the best of all time. 


Around 
the 
turn 
of 
the 


century, Bass ranked as one 
of America's greatest riders 
and trainers of fine saddle and 
gaited horses. He performed on 
mounts he trained before some 
of the most famous people in 
the world. 


In 
1885, 
Bass 
rode 
in 


President Grover 
Cleveland's 


first inaugural parade. He rode 
at the World's Fair in Chicago 
in 1893. He rode before Queen 
Marie of Romania. And in 1897, 
he 
was invited to ride a 


famous saddle horse 
named 


Miss 
Rex 
in 
a 
command 


performance 
at Queen Vic- 


toria's 
Diamond Jubliee in 


London. 


Bass turned down the in- 


vitation because he was afraid 
of crossing the ocean. "I don't 
want to get out of sight of 
a tree," he said. 


Bass rode before President 


Calvin 
Coolidge 
and 
was 


visited by Presidents Theodore 
Roosevelt, McKinley and Taft 
and 
by 
William 
Jennings 


Bryan when he was secretary 
of state. 


Born 
a 
slave 
in 
Boone 


County, Mo., in 1859, Bass 
moved to Mexico, Mo., after 
the Civil War and found work 
as a stableboy. Mexico was in 
the center of an area known 


as 
"Little 
Dixie" 
which 


produced some of the country's 
finest saddle horses. 


Bass worked up to trainer. 


His fame grew and he moved 
on to Kansas City where he 
trained and rode some of the 
world's most famous mounts. 


In 1905, Bass moved back to 


Mexico where he trained Belle 
Beach — a horse he dearly 
loved. Belle Beach won honors 
at every major horse show in 
the country. When she w a s 
retired, Bass persuaded the 
owner to give her to him. 


On Saturday, the townsfolk 


of Mexico looked forward to 
Belle Beach on Main Street 
where 
he 
would stage an 


impromptu 
performance 
for 


them. 


Although still active in 1933, 


Bass suffered a heart attack 
at the Columbia horse show 
and died the next year. On 
his tombstone, Bass is shown 


'astride Belle Beach.

Mexico's biggest funerals and 
he was eulogized in the syn-

column of 
humorist 


Will Rogers, who wrote: 


' ' T o m 
Bass, 
well-known 


Negro horseman, aged 75, died 
today.

You have all seen 
society folks perform on a 
horse and said: 'My, what skill 
and patience they must have 
had to train that animal.' 


"Well, all they did was ride 


him. All this Negro Tom Bass 
did was train him. He trained

If old St. Peter is as wise as 
we give him credit for being, 
Tom, he will let you go in 
on horseback and give those 
folks up there a great show 
and you'll get the blue ribbon 
yourself."

feast," Senate Republicans and Democrats 
agreed this week on the most comprehensive 
election spending reform bill in a quarter 
century 
— 
one 
which 
would 
b r i n g 


electioneering for major offices back into the 
real world. 


Remembering that President Nixon vetoed 


an election reform bill last year and why 
he did so, Democrats steering the legislation 
sought 
successfully 
io 
compromise 
with 


Republicans in the hope that presidential objec- 
tions would be resolved and a veto put out 
of the question. 


The 
biggest money-saving item 
is a 


spending formula that would curb r a d i o and 
television advertising expenditures, one which, 
for example, limits major party candidates 
for president and vice president next year 
to $8.4 million for broadcast advertising, some 
S4 million less than the Republicans spent in 
1968 to elect President Nixon. The bill also en- 
courages televised debates between major can-

didates by repealing the equal time section of 
the Federal Communications Act. Such debates 
have been inhibited by the requirement to 
provide equal time for fringe candidates. 


The measure also provides that any firm 


under contract to the government would be 
barred from contributing any money, directly 
or indirectly, or "anything of value" to any 
party, committee or candidate. F u r t h e r " , 
candidates for president and vice president 
could spend no more than $50,000 of their 
own money. There would be a 835,000 limit 
on senatorial candidates and $25,000 limit on 
those seeking House seats. 


The legislation, says Sen. John Pastore, 


brings "these expenses, these astronomical 
expenses 
for a 
political campaign 
under 


reasonable restraint." It also opens, campaigns 
up to televised debates and eliminates some 
of the more objectionable contribution prac- 
tices. The reform bill faces stiffer opposition 
in 
the House. We hope that 
the same 


progressive, bipartisan spirit seen in the Senate 
carries the day in the lower chamber.

Official Insists That Past Not Be Forgotten 


TIENTSIN, China - You 


hear a lot about Chinese theory 
of 
"people's 
war" 
a n d 


"protracted war" these days 
but what does it all mean? 


Well, frankly, we don't know 


and the Chinese won't tell, but 
the 196th Infantry Division of 
the People's Liberation Army 
operates 
out 
of 
a 
flat 


agricultural plain at the village 
of Yang Chun, and for the first, 
time since 
the c u l t u r a l 


revolution of 1966-69. it is now 
open to invited guests. One 
thing is sure: That old country 
boy from Wisconsin, Secretary 
of Defense Melvin Laird, never 
saw a base like this. It does all 
the routine stuff, basic training, 
discipline, marksmanship, and 
particularly the techniques of 
guerrilla warfare, but in addi- 
tion, it is a political school, a 
vast farm, producing its own 
fodder, a pharmaceutical fac- 
tory, and a machine shop, mak- 
ing tools, spare parts, and re- 
pairing weapons and vehicles. 


In short, it concentrates on 


political motivation, integration 
with the peasants and their 
work, simple weapons that can 
be carried quickly from one 
place to another, and s c 1 f- 
rcliance and self-sufficiency.

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We were received at division 


headquarters by the deputy 
commander, Kong Yu-chi, who 
explained 
that 
the 
main 


purpose of his command was to 
help defend 
the capital 
at 


Peking. His division had been 
formed in 1937 during the early 
part of the anti-Japanese war, 


he said, and since that time, 
"under 
the 
guidance 
of 


Chairman Mao," had killed 
38,000 Japanese, Chiang Kai- 
shek "traitors" and American 
imperialists in the Korean War. 
All this very politely. 


His division, he explained, 


had three principles and three 
main 
tasks. The 
principles 


were to maintain unity between 
his officers and men, with each 
group teaching the other, to 
develop a 
common purpose

farms 
and 


factories, 
s c h o o l s , 
and 


nurseries of his command. 


He took 
us 
first 
to 
the 


barracks and club of Company 
2 of the 587th Regiment of the 
196th Division. The club was a 
propaganda room with maps of 
the company's battles, photos 
of its heroes, exhibits of its 
captured 
w c a p o n s 
and 


citations, 
and

Ping-Pong 


table. 


The barracks in the plain red 


brick buildings were immacu- 
lately clean with double-decker 
bunks

with mosquito

paralyze a regiment. 


In the afternoon, the division

marksmanship 
by 
r i f l e , 


automatic 
and 
machine-gun 


fire, antiaircraft, mortar, anti- 
tank and rocket fire, and man- 
to-man combat and house-to-- 
house guerrilla tactics. It was 
an impressive performance. 


We were then invited to come 


back and discuss "the interna- 
tional situation." Asia, Africa, 
and Latin America, we were 
told, were fighting in unison 
against the American imperial- 
ists.

insisted, 
were 


more important than weapons. 
Any enemy 
invading China 


would be "drowned in oceans 
of people," he added, and did 
we have any comment? 


We said we had come to

By the end o f the y ear, 
the figu re will be abo u t $40 billio n. And the pro gram go es 
o n, incu rring new debts every day . 
No w, a Senate ho using subco mmittee is o pening hearing s 
into this ex trao rdinary , g et-rich-quick scheme. The subco mmittee 
wants to kno w why o ne co mpany , the Vang uard Co nstructio n 
Co . o f Flo rida, seems to be able to g et its g o v ernment cash 
co mmitments instantly while o thers wait mo nths, ev en y ears. 


★ 
The sam e co mpany , the su bco mmittee has been info rmed, 
is also u sing inferio r, illegal m aterials in the ho u sing it bu ilds 
fo r elderly perso ns. 
Even the Federal Ho u sing Administratio n, which administers 
the 19 6 8 act, has co nceded that so me o f the co mpany ’s qu ickie 
lo an appro vals were impro per, bu t they apparently are still 
getting them. 
The go vernment man in charge o f the pro gram is Eu gene 
Gu lledge, 
an 
assistant 
secretary 
o f 
Ho u sing 
and 
Urban 
Develo pment. Gu lledge was well prepared fo r his task o f getting 
the ho u sing indu stry o u t o f its do ldru ms. As president o f the 
Natio nal Asso ciatio n o f Ho me Bu ilders, the indu stry ’s mu scu lar 
lo bby , he helped draft the LBJ Magna Carta. 
A cu rso ry ex aminatio n o f this pro gram sho ws ho w the 
pu blic go t so far in debt so fast. 
★ 
Under the o ld federal lo w-co st ho using plan, a spo nso ring 
o rg anizatio n planned the pro ject, o btained the mo ney directly 
fro m the g o v ernment at three per cent interest, and put the 
jo b o ut fo r bid. This pro g ram o perated v irtually spo tlessly 
fo r fiv e y ears. 
No w 
the mo ney is 
no 
lo nger 
lo aned 
directly 
by the 
go vernment bu t by private mo ney bags. The tax pay er, ho wever, 
gu arantees the lo an and pay s all bu t o ne per cent o f the 
interest. The lender and the bu ilder canno t lo se, no m atter 
what. 
What happens no w is that bu ilders and lenders co o k u p 
a pro ject themselves, get friendly lo cal FHA o fficials to give 
ii 
a tentative blessing, then go sho pping fo r a no n-pro fit 
spo nso ring o rganizatio n. If they can’t find o ne, they hastily 
set o ne u p. 
Under Gu lledge’s adm inistratio n, a nu mber o f spo nso rs which 
applied fo r mo ney u nder the o ld pro gram have had their 
applicatio ns tu nneled into the new o ne. The resu lts have been 
miles o f red tape and, in so me cases, hu ge additio nal co sts.

The su bco mmittee, headed by Sen. Harriso n Williams, D-N.J., 
will hear fro m the spo nso rs o f the Hacienda De Ybo r, a 
Tam pa elderly ho u sing pro ject. When their applicatio n fo r a 
direct lo an was switched to the new pro gram, they ended 
u p pay ing tens o f tho u sands o f do llars o u t o f their po ckets 
to co ver ex tra co sts demanded by the mo rtgage co mpany . 
What makes 
all this so appalling is that there is no reaso n 
to believ e Co ng ress ev er wanted the new pro g ram to supplant 
the o ld o ne. Eliminating the o ld o ne has been Gulledg e’s wo rk. 
Indeed, Co ngress has co ntinu ed to appro priate mo ney fo r 
the o ld pro gram s in the belief that they still were being 
u sed. Asked abo u t this, Gu lledge ackno wledged that the FHA 
wo u ld no lo nger accept applicatio ns u nder the o ld plan. Bu t 
he said he didn’t kno w' whether any mo ney had been appro priated 
lo r it. 
One o f the main witnesses befo re the Williams su bco mmittee 
will be Richard Fu llerto n, a brainy Nazarene m inister and 
lo w-co st ho u sing ex pert, fro m Smy rna, Ga.. who warned Co ngress 
in 19 6 8 no t to pass the law. Since then, he has wo rked tirelessly 
to awaken pu blic and co ngressio nal interest in the waste and 
scandal it has pro du ced.

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Varner Assures Faculty Members He Supports Concept Of Tenure 


U n i v e r s i t y of Nebraska 


Chancellor D. B. Varner has 
sent a memo to faculty mem- 
bers at all three 
campuses 


assuring them that he does not 
plan to abondon the concept of 
academic tenure. 


Attached to the memo each

received was a copy of Varner's 
June 22 remarks to the Study 
C o m m i t t e e on University 


Governance, 
which 
is 
un- 


dertaking 
a 
comprehensive 


review of all university rules, 
regulations and policies. 


In those remarks, Varner 


asked the committee to consider 
what he c a l l e d a "tentative 
formulation" for limiting the 
length of tenure for faculty 
members. - 


Tenure is a form of con- 


tinuous appointment granted to 
senior faculty and staff mem- 


bers who have completed a 
probationary period. 


Varner's suggestion prompted 


a good deal of discussion and 
concern, at least on the Lincoln 
campus, from faculty members 
who believe the tradition might 
be endangered. 


A 
subcommittee 
of 
the 


governance group has 
since 


taken up the topic of tenure 
as a part of its r e v i e w of 
policies and regulations relating 
to faculty members.

And the costs of taxpayers for 


p u b l i c l y financed pollution 
abatement 
such 
as 
waste 


treatment plants, and to con- 
sumers who will have to pay 
in higher prices for much of 
the cost of industrial pollution 
controls, 
will be more than 


offset by the benefits to the 
nation in health, recreation and 
"the quality of life," the council 
declared. 


Step-Up Needed 


However, Russell E. Train, 


chairman of the CEQ, said at 
a news conference that if the 
air and water standards now 
in effect are to be met by 1975, 
'•it will be necessary for in- 
dustry to step up its estimated 
level of expenditures." 


In a message transmitting the 


report to Congress, President 
Xixon took a somewhat less 
positive stand than the council 
did in its report — or, indeed, 
than Nixon himself had taken 
in his 1970 state of the union 
message. In that message, he 
said: 


"The great question of the 


Seventies is ... 
shall we make 


our peace with nature and begin 
to make reparations for 
the 


damage we have done to our 
air, to our land, and to our 
water? . . . Clean air, clean 
\\ater. open spaces — these 


how 
c l e a n is clean 


enough can only be answered 
in terms of how much we are 
willing to pay and how soon 
we seek success. The effects of 
such decisions on our domestic 
concerns — jobs, prices, foreign 
competition 
—require explicit 


and rigorous analyses to permit

The council in its report took 


a somewhat 
tougher line. It 


said: "U.S. business and in- 
dustry will adjust to these costs 
(of environmental controls) just 
as they have adjusted to other 
charges in the cost of doing 
business.

adjustments will be to solve the 
t e m p o r a r y dislocation of 
workers made jobless by plant 
closings 
(in old or inefficient 


factories)." 


As a "strategy" for con- 


trolling pollution while coping 
at the same time with possible 
resistance by industry because

proposed a "mix" of federal 
regulations to achieve air and 
water standards, reinforced by 
l e g a l a c t i o n a g a i n s t 
recalcitrants, 
and 
the "in- 


centive" of charges 
against 


polluters. 


Charges Proposed 


Nixon

on leaded gasoline and sulphur 
oxide emissions from electric 
power and metallurgical plants.

member Council said, the costs 
will not be great when com­ 
pared 
to 
three 
principal 
economic growth indicators — 
the gross national product (the 
sum of the value of all goods 
and 
services), the 
value 
of 
shipments 
by 
industry, 
and 
industry’s 
total 
capital 
in­ 
vestment in plant and equip­ 
ment. 
And the costs of tax payers for 
p u b l i c l y financed pollution 
abatement 
such 
as 
waste 
treatment plants, and to con­ 
sumers who will have to pay 
in higher prices for much of 
the cost of industrial pollution 
controls, 
will be more than 
offset by the benefits to the 
nation in health, recreation and 
“ the quality of life,” the council 
declared. 
Step-Up Needed 
However, Russell E. Train, 
chairman of the CEQ, said at 
a news conference that if the 
air and water standards now 
in effect are to be met by 1975, 
“ it will be necessary for in­ 
dustry to step up its estimated 
level of expenditures.” 
In a message transmitting the 
report to Congress, President 
Nixon took a somewhat less 
positive stand than the council 
did in its report — or, indeed, 
than Nixon himself had taken 
in his 1970 state of the union 
message. In that message, he 
said: 
“ The great question of the 
Seventies is . . . shall we make 
our peace with nature and begin 
to make reparations for the 
damage we have done to our 
air, to our land, and to our 
water? . . . Clean 
air, 
clean 
water, open spaces — these 


. . . 
how 
c l e an 
is 
clean 
enough can only be answered 
in terms of how much we are 
willing to pay and how soon 
we seek success. The effects of 
such decisions on our domestic 
concerns — jobs, prices, foreign 
competition 
—require ex plicit 
and rigorous analyses to permit 
us 
to 
maintain 
a 
healthy 
economy 
while 
we 
seek 
a 
healthy environment.” 
The council in its report took 
a somewhat tougher line. It 
said: 
“ U.S. business and in­ 
dustry will adjust to these costs 
(of environmental controls) just 
as they have adjusted to other 
charges in the cost of doing 
business. 
The 
most 
difficult 
adjustments will be to solve the 
t e m p o r ar y dislocation of 
workers made jobless by plant 
closings (in old or inefficient 
factories).” 
As 
a 
“ strategy” 
for con­ 
trolling pollution while coping 
at the same time with possible 
resistance by industry because 
of 
the 
costs, 
the 
council 
proposed a “ mix ” of federal 
regulations to achieve air and 
water standards, reinforced by 
l e g al 
ac t i o n 
ag ai n s t 
recalcitrants, 
and 
the 
“ in­ 
centive” 
of 
charges 
against 
polluters. 
Charges Proposed 
Nix on 
has 
proposed

charges in the form of tax es 
on leaded gasoline and sulphur 
ox ide emissions from electric 
power and metallurgical plants. 
He has not yet, however, sent 
to Congress bills for such tax es, 
and

It is part 
of the 173rd Airborne Brigade 
which arrived in Vietnam in 
1965 and has operated in the 


Saigon area and the central 
highlands. 


The 173rd Airborne was the 


first U.S. Army ground combat 
unit to arrive in Vietnam and 
was the first multi-nation unit 
in combat in Indochina when 
it had Australian and New 
Zealand units under its con- 
trol. 


Other units being withdrawn 


under the latest announcement 
were Echo Troop of the 17th 
Air 
Cavalry and 
the 517th 


Military 
Intelligence Detach- 


ment. 


The 517th Military Intelligence 


Detachment was one of the last 


two units of the 1st Brigade,
